And What Have You

For some reason or other I had a 
few people give me a hard time last 
week just because in our story on the 
water and sewer rate increase we had 
that the price of water after 14,000 
gallons would be 50 cents a gallon 
instead of 50 cents a thousand gallons. 
The city needs the money all right 
but I guess 50 cents a gallon would be 
a little too much. 
As with any increase in costs there 
are those who are upset about the city 
raising the water and sewer rates. If 
it is any consolation, the increase 
came only after a great deal of 
discussion and a lot of searching for 
some other means of raising enough 
revenue to meet the needs of the city 
for the coming year. 
The councilmen seemed to think 
that this method would hurt the 
retired people and those living on 
meager incomes the least. A tax 
increase would hit everyone and 
while everyone’s sewer bill will go up 
a $1.00 a month, only those using a 
great deal of water will pay anymore 
for their water. 
Facing the city fathers was the 
need to find some method of raising 
enough money to pay for a new fire 
truck expected to cost $18 to $22,000, 
which is a must purchase if the city is 
to maintain its fire rate. Also facing 
the councilmen this year is a new 
sewer system that is expected to cost 
the city some $25,000 this year and 
another $25,000, spread over several 
years. This too, is an expense that the 
city cannot avoid because of state and 
federal regulations. 
Since a great deal of the money 
needed was for a new sewer system 
the councilmen seemed to feel that an 
increase in sewer rates would be fair 
and justified. 


I was disappointed in the state-wide 
voting on the amendments last week. 
I can understand that people are tired 
of spending so much money on 
welfare, especially with all of the 
waste. But, at the same time, because 
of the defeat of the welfare amend­ 
ment, I can foresee a great many 
problems facing the state during the 
next 
two 
years 
unless 
some 
arrangements can be made to take 
care of the needy. 
The most disappointing thing about 
the election was the poor turnout of 
voters. I received the following letter 
from Representative Frank Calhoun 
that was written the day before the 
voting but expresses his concern 
about people not voting. 
Dear Bob: 
Just a note to thank you for 
your indepth editorial on the 
Constitutional Amendments 
in 
the Hamlin Herald of May 13, 
1971. I certainly hope that all of 
your readers read in full your 
editorial and maybe it will en­ 
courage them and provoke them 
into voting on Tuesday. The vote 
will probably be very light and 
this is indeed unfortunate. 
I wish that I know of some way 
to impress on the voting public 
the importance of amending our 
Constitution.

Iron Starved Plants

iron deficiency, referred to as 
iron chlorosis. 
Home gardeners often neglect 
this important plant food, be­ 
cause it is one of the so-called 
minor elem ents. Fact is, iron is 
just as important to green, rich 
color and plant health as major 
elements such as nitrogen. 
You’ll recognize iron deficient 
plants by their pale green or 
yellow leaves, with green mark­ 
ings along rills or veins, In ad­ 
vanced stages, plants stop grow­ 
ing and eventually die. It’s a 
problem 
of 
professional 
and 
home 
gardeners 
alike. 
Hoses, 
azaleas, 
rhododendrons, 
holly, 
pin oak and others are extremely 
susceptible. 
You may think your plants 
are getting plenty of iron be­ 
cause your selection of fertilizer 
contained iron or because you 
had a test run on your soil and 
it showed sufficient iron. It is 
possible to have plenty of iron 
in the soil ami plants still he 
unable to get it. Iron combines 
with other chemicals in the soil 
such as lime and becomes “tied 
up” or 
unavailable 
to 
plant 
growth. 
To he on the safe side, treat 
your plants with an iron solu­ 
tion such as Sequestrene which 
contains ferrous (F e) iron che­ 
late. In this form, the iron is 
available to plant growth and 
and can not be “locked up” with 
other chemicals. 
For individual trees, plants, 
and small flower beds. sprinkle 
material directly from the pack­ 
age evenly over 
soil 
surface 
around plants. Then water the 
soil to a depth of six inches. On 
larger areas such as lawns, gar­ 
dens or numbers of trees and 
shrubs, mix with water and use 
as u spray. Wet plants to the 
point of dripping hut do not 
drench. 
Spray 
underside 
..f 
leaves and centers of trees and 
shrubs that have dense foliage. 
Iron restores vigor and color 
to yellowing, iron deficient grass 
and plants, lf lack of iron is 
your problem, a treatm ent now 
will make a lot of difference in 
your plants in a couple of weeks.

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FORTY FIVE YEARS AGO 
(May 21, 1926)

The seasons this spring are won­ 
derful, all we need to get our farming 
interests on the way to growing is 
warm weather and not so much rain.

And What Have You 


By BOB CRAIG 


For some reason or other I had a 
few people give me a hard time last 
week just because in our story on the 
water and sewer rate increase we had 
that the price of w ater after 14,000 
gallons would be 50 cents a gallon 
instead of 50 cents a thousand gallons. 
The city needs the money all right 
but I guess 50 cents a gallon would be 
a little too much. 
As with any increase in costs there 
are those who are upset about the city 
raising the water and sewer rates. If 
it is any consolation, the increase 
came only after a great deal of 
discussion and a lot of searching for 
some other means of raising enough 
revenue to meet the needs of the city 
for the coming year. 
The councilmen seemed to think 
that this method would hurt the 
retired people and those living on 
meager incomes the least. A tax 
increase would hit everyone and 
while everyone’s sewer bill will go up 
a $1.00 a month, only those using a 
great deal of water will pay anymore 
for their water. 
Facing the city fathers was the 
need to find some method of raising 
enough money to pay for a new fire 
truck expected to cost $18 to $22,000, 
which is a must purchase if the city is 
to maintain its fire rate. Also facing 
the councilmen this year is a new 
sewer system that is expected to cost 
the city some $25,000 this year and 
another $25,000, spread over several 
years. This too, is an expense that the 
city cannot avoid because of state and 
federal regulations. 
Since a great deal of the money 
needed was for a new sewer system 
the councilmen seemed to feel that an 
increase in sewer rates would be fair 
and justified. 


I was disappointed in the state-wide 
voting on the amendments last week. 
I can understand that people are tired 
of spending so much money on 
welfare, especially with all of the 
waste. But, at the sam e time, because 
of the defeat of the welfare amend­ 
ment, I can foresee a great many 
problems facing the state during the 
next 
two 
years 
unless 
som e 
arrangem ents can be made to take 
care of the needy. 
The most disappointing thing about 
the election was the poor turnout of 
voters. I received the following letter 
from Representative Frank Calhoun 
that was written the day before the 
voting but expresses his concern 
about people not voting. 
Dear Bob: 
Just a note to thank you for 
your indepth editorial on the 
Constitutional Amendments 
in 
the Hamlin Herald of May 13, 
1971. I certainly hope that all of 
your readers read in full your 
editorial and maybe it will en­ 
courage them and provoke them 
into voting on Tuesday. The vote 
will probably be very light and 
this is indeed unfortunate. 
I wish that I know of some way 
to impress on the voting public 
the importance of amending our 
C onstitution.

should certainly help.

F act is, iron is 
just as im portant to green, rich 
color and plant health as m ajor 
clem ents such as nitrogen. 
Y ou’ll recognize iron defic ient 
plants by their pale green or 
yellow leaves, w ith green m ark­ 
in gs along ribs or veins. In ad­ 
vanced sta g es, plants stop grow ­ 
ing and even tu ally die. It’s a 
problem 
o f 
professional 
and 
hom e 
gardeners 
alike. 
R oses, 
azaleas, 
rhododendrons, 
holly, 
pin oak and others are extrem ely 
susceptible. 
You m ay think your plants 
are g ettin g plenty of iron be­ 
cause your selection o f fertilizer 
contained iron or because you 
had a te st run on your soil and 
it show ed sufficient iron. It is 
possible to have plenty of iron 
in the soil and plants still be 
unable to get it. Iron com bines 
w ith other chem icals in the soil 
such as lim e, and becom es “tied 
up” 
or 
unavailable 
to 
plant 
grow th. 
To be on the safe side, trea t 
your plants w ith an iron solu ­ 
tion such as Sequestrene w hich 
contains ferrous (F e) iron ch e­ 
late. In th is form , the iron is 
available to plant grow th and 
and can not be “ locked up” w ith 
other chem icals. 
For individual trees, plants, 
and sm all flower beds, sprinkle 
m aterial directly from the pack­ 
a g e 
evenly over 
soil 
surface 
around plants. Then w ater the 
soil to a depth o f six inches. On 
larger areas such as law ns, g a r ­ 
dens or num bers of trees and 
shrubs, m ix w ith w ater and use 
as a spray. W et plants to the 
point of dripping but do 
not 
drench. 
Spray 
underside 
,.f 
leaves and centers o f trees and 
shrubs th a t have dense foliage. 
Iron restores vigor and color 
to yellow ing, iron deficient g ra ss 
and plants. If lack o f iron is 
your problem , a treatm ent now 
w ill m ake a lot of difference in 
your plants in a couple of w eeks.

Austin — Voters were in an 
antagonistic mood toward three 
proposed changes in the Texas 
constitution last week, but they 
approved 
one 
amendment 
termed ‘‘a great step forward 
for Texas cities and towns.” 
Down

proposals to set up a state 
commission on officials’ ethics 
and legislative pay, to increase 
the welfare ceiling 
and to 
permit constitutional amend­ 
ments to be submitted in special 
sessions. 
Whether welfare defeat will 
mean early cuts in assistance to 
the needy is the subject of sharp 
disagreement. It ’s a cinch 
legislators will get no early pay 
raise, although they can adopt 
their own code of ethics by 
statute. 
Amendment adopted creates 
a $100 million bond fund for 
construction of city or regional 
sewage treatment facilities. 
Texas Water Quality Board 
Chairman Gordon Fulcher, 
Atlanta newspaper publisher, 
said adoption of the bond 
amendment is a “ stride we very 
much hoped to make in order to 
reach our goal of meeting 
statewide water quality stan­ 
dards by 1975.” 
Clean water goals, 
said 
Fulcher, cannot be achieved 
until cities improve the quality 
of sewage discharges into rivers 
and streams.
